Bishop Manning Says Coun- 
try Has Almost Legalized 
Free Love System. 


Cologne, March 17.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—-Joseph Smeets, the 
well known German separatist leader, 
was seriously wounded today by an 
unidentified assailant who escaped 
His secretary. was killed. The assault 
occurred in Smeets’ office, the stran- 
ger opening fire upon tne two men 
as he was admitted to the room. 


New York, March 17.—Cailing upon 
all church organizations, catholic, 
protestant and Jewish, to unite for 
concerted action against easy divorce, 
Bishop William T. Manning, of tbe 
K'piscopal church yesterday declarea 
that the system of monogamous mar- 
riage was rapidly being abandoned in 
the United States and that the nation 
had almost reached a condition of 
legalized free love. 

His remarks were part of a lenten 
sermon, ‘The present crisis, with re- 
gard to marriage in the home.”

Farmers Are in Mood to 

Pool Interests in Sale of 
All of the Important 
Crops. 


Albany. Ga., March 17.—(Special.) 
In the enthusiastic support which 
south Georgia *‘armers are giving to 
several new co-pperative marketing 
movements, sceliaia business men 
and leading baukers see a new era 
for the agricultural interests of this 


who make the crops but whe have 
heretofore seen most of the profit go 
to middlemen. ° 

Success, sutficient to satisfy farm- 
ers and those who are genuinely in- 
terested in their welfare that co-oper- 
ative selling is their salvation, already 
attended these movements, Two 
of the most interesting examples have 
been furnished by pecan growers in 
the Albany disirict and by cane grow- 
ers in the tier of counties just above 
the Florida line. 

The prophecy now is being made 
by men who are familiar with busi- 
ness condition and in position to 
knew the sentiment of farmers, that 
*he latter are in a mood to pool their 
interests not only for the co-operative 
selling of pecans. syrup, peanuts and 
hogs, but most of the other important 
crops raised in this section, the va- 
riety of which is eontinually chang- 
ing. 

Pecan Prices Always Good. 

There are several marketing asso 
clations among the pecan growers, but 
they keep im touch with each other, 
and they usually get the same prices 
for the same grades of nuts. Thev 
de not handle all the nuts raised in 
this section, for the crop now 18 &a 
big one. but they do sell enough of 
the total to muke a price slump high- 
ly improbable. The nuts 
fully graded aod packed, many are 
placed on cold storage to keep them 
fresh. and they are sold in all parts 
of the country through the agents oi 
the several associations, 

One of the associations has built a 
modern storage end packing plant in 
Albany. Another. in which a num-

What the cane crowers of Gra‘, 
Decatur, Thomas and Brooks coun- 
ties have accomplished through their 
association, which has its headquar- 
ters and a large packing plant at 
Cairo, reads like a romance. Two 
years ago the cane growers of Grady, 
where the crop covers thousands of 
acres every yeur, ére practically 
ruined. But in 1921 and 1922 they 
entered a co-operative movement, sold 
their syrup through its organization 
and drew big dividends from their cane 
patches, 

They still are selling their 1922 sv- 
rup, which is put up in tins in the 
big Cairo plant which they built and 
own, and their product if a familiar 
one on the shelves of thousands of 
retail grocery stores. The syrup is 
graded and canned by experts, the 
grades are uniform and the product 
keeps perfectly. I€ is placed on the 
market only as the market can ab- 
sorb it at a price which represents 
a good profit to the farmers. 

Now It’s Peanuts. 

_It is the success of these co-opera- 
tive movements that has made it easy 
to organize the peanut growers of the 
=) south Georgia counties in which 
this is an important money crop. It 
is believed 60 to 75 per cent of the 
growers will be signed up by July 1, 
and that this will insure the suecess 
of the movement. A campaign to ad- 
vertise peanut products in different 
parts of the country ig planned, and 
men of nation-wide experience in co- 
operative marketing are directing the 
associa Fon’'s work. 

Hogs are being sold in this section 
at highly successful co-operative sales, 
end in several counties farmers are 
putting their chickens together for 
shipment in ecarload lots. They see 
great possibilities in that system. 

_ Other crops which farmers are talk- 
ing of marketng on the co-operative 
plan are sweet potatoes and har, 
Both can be raised’ in enormous quan- 


tities, and they bring good prices when 


net rushed to market in the fall.

PEACE TERMS TO BRING 
CONFLICT BETWEEN 
ENGLAND AND FRANCE 


Poincare and Belgian Allies Certain to Insist 
On Holding Ruhr as Guarantee, While 
Britain Is Sure to Oppose This Move, Says

BY FRANK H. SIMONDS 
Washington, March 17.—While outwardly the Ruhr affair still shows 
very little change, it is becoming clear that a new situation is at hand. It 
is not yet possible to forecast when the German surrender will come, but 
by contrast !t is now safe to say that ultimate German surrender, complete 


and unconditional surrender, is inevitable. 


From Europe and in informed 


circles in the American capital we are already getting hints as to the 
time. May 15 and June 1 are the dates now fixed as representing the 


outside time of German resistence. 


German resistance was predicted upon the conviction that Great 
Britain and the United States would intervene to save Germany and 


restrain France. 


There was no other basis, save mere dispair, for the 


defiance of France and Belgium, a defiance which, although it might 
impose new financial strain upon both countries, would infallably bring 


far greater costs and economic disturbances to Germany herself. 


If out- 


side help did not come, moreover, the German resistance was foredoomed. 


Now No Chance 


Of Intervention. 

Now the hope of outside aid has 
been dissipated. Even the Germans 
have at last recognized that there is 
not the smallest chance of any Ameri- 
ean intervention, nor is there any 
sounder basis for expecting British 
action; England would act, if there 
were any chance of accomplishing 
anything. But Bonar Law has blunt- 
ly told the house of commons that 
British intervention might lead to 
war with France and could not other- 
wise materially affect the situation. 

Until surrenders, then, 
the battle is between the Germans on 
the ene hand and the French and 
Belgians on the other. But when 
Germany does surrender a new sit- 
uation opens, Then, whatever the dip- 
lomatic fiction a totally different set 
of terms must be made between the 
Germans and their conquerers. The 
whole question of reparations, of sane- 
tions and the rest, must be placed 
upon a fresh basis. 

But at this point Great Britain au- 
tomatically re-enters the situation. 
She has not participated in the Ruhr 
operation, but she remains one of 
the great creditors of Germany, one 
of the allies who fought the war. No 
Franco-German settlement can now 
be made without consultation with 
her. Her legal rights have not been 
invalidated by what has happened 
during the past few weeks, 

But how are Franco-Belgian inter- 
ests to be reconciled with

By contrast, France and Belgium 
having by a. expensive but successful 
campaign brought Germany to sur- 
render are totally unlikely to consent 
fo retire from which 
they have taken until German per- 
formance over a considerable time has 
demonstrated German good faith. In 
a word, hoth countries wil] insist 
upon some form of continued control 
of the Ruhr, will demand possession 
of an asset which Is at once a guar- 
antee of German payment and insur- 
anee against any German aggression. 

It is transparent, then, that when 
(jerman surrender does come, instead 
of arriving at a place where peace is 
assured, we shall merely enter a new 
period of conflict, of open conflict 
British and French inter- 
we shall actually, in the lan- 
evage of our national game, reach a 
“showdown” between Paris and Lon- 
don and the consequences are likely 
to be a very far reaching for the 
whole world. 

Theoretically, at least, the Anglo- 
French entente exists; in principle, 
Britain, althonch she did not par- 
ticipate in the Ruhr operation, played 
ihe role of a tenevolent if passive

now? ‘That is the real politica] prob- 
lem which has w be answered in the 
next few montis and on the answer 
depends the immediate future of Eu- 
rope. During the world war, there 
was unity of purpose as between 
France and Britain because both were 
threatened by tke danger of a Ger- 
man victory and the supreme neces- 
sity of both nations was to defeat Ger- 
many; no special national interest 
could moderate this common determi- 
nation to achieve victory. ' 

Yet, even in this situation, only 
the supreme disaster of four years 
ago produeed unity of command and 
thus made it possible to realize the 
common objective, .amely the defeat 
of Germany. By contrast, in July, 
1914, while all nations desired to 
avoid a general war, there was not 
only no unity of command, but there 
was also lacking any common agree- 
ment on the means to be taken to 
escape the catastrophe. Hence it 
arrived, 

‘Today, if you read recent speeches 
of Bonar Law, Poincare, Cuno and 
‘Theunis, speaking ior their respective 
nations, you perceiive instantly that 
we are back in the situation of 1914. 
Every country would like to avoid 
further disorganization and misery, 
yet the special interests of each nation 
shape its policies with respect of the 
common danger, 

Each country ascribes moral turpi- 
tude and cologsal and even criminal 
selfishness to its neighbors’ policies, 
while it views its own, just as cew 
tainly founded upon national self in- 
terest, as alone good, unselfish and 
morally sound. As for the United 
States, we Americans, .who have less 
appreciation that our own material in- 
trests are invoived, incline to view 
opinions of all European nations con- 
cerned, 

But the rest of the evil lies in the 
fact that the @ritish German, French 
and Belgian peoples, to take these im- 
mediately concerned, are so determin- 
ed to defend their cwn interests and 
rights as they view them, that no 
common ground of action can be found 
and individual ection, French and Bel- 
gian occupation of the Ruhr, German 
passive resistauce, British paralysis 
preventing action, combine to prolong 
and intensify the chuos. 

We are, morevover, capidly ap- 
rroaching, if we have not already 
rassed the peint where the life and 
death of the nations concerned are at 
stake and all other considerations nec- 
essarily disappear. All these coun- 
tries may be engulfed in a common 
ruin, but none of them is prepared to 
accept a solution which, even if it 
promises salvation for the balance, 
earries doom for it, in the view alike 
of its statesmen and the people whose 
will controls these statesmen. 

If Germany surrenders tomorrow to 
France and Belgium, this surrender 
will do nothing to reconcile French 
and British views. The British will 
be no more willing to accept French 
physical control of Germany, neces- 
sarily for French and Belgium bene- 
fit, than they are now willing to en- 
dure French occupation of the Ruhr. 
German industry reorganized § by

The basic 
necessities of the two nations are not 
only dissimilar but in serving these 
necessities the policies of the two 
countries inevitably conflict. Bonar 
Law can no more persuade Poincare 
te adopt British views than could 
Lioyd George. Poincare is no more 
snecessful in proselyting in London 
than was Britnd. 

The war in Europe, or the inter- 
national anarchy, does not grow out 
of the wickedness of one nation or 
another. All the clamor of conflict- 
ipg moral propagandas should not 
serve to blind and bewilder the Ameri- 
can audience prone to see visible devils 
and haloed saints in all international 
affairs, despite their reasonably 
slirewd estimate of the circumstances 
of domestic rffairs. If you are to 
understand European eonditions at 
all, the key must be found in the 
examination of the material and physi- 
cal facts, the interest of the respective 
nations. 

Accept, as it seemg one must, the 
assumption that Germany having de- 
liberately destroyed French industries 
to realize a political objective should 
pay, such repayment, nevertheless, 
puts Germany more or less under for- 
e'gn servitude for several generations. 
And the Germans have rejected this 
servitude, they have sought to evade 
it. Sut successful evasion merely 
transfers the burden to French and 
Belgian shouiders. If France and 
Belgium are then only bankrupt and 
not under alien control, yet they are 
exposed to certain attack by a Ger- 
many which has escaped the burdens 
they bear. 

But consider also, that if Germany 
having resisted and France and Bel- 
gium having tesorted to force and 
having occupied the Rubr, this sec- 
tion combined with German resistance 
having occupied the Ruhr, this ac- 
threatens the very existence of the 
British, who are dependent upon for- 
eign commerce, upon export and bar- 
ter for their actual existence. What 
then, can the British feel but resent- 
ment at the Franco-Relgian action im- 
perilling their "ives? 


Different Estimates 
Of Right and Wrong. 


If an American is to understand 
the real situation in Europe it seems 
to me that he must put aside his 
own preconceived notions and ask 
himself—“What wou'd I do, if 1 were 
a Germ.n? An Englishman? A 
Frenchman? A Belgian? You must 
see, not that there is one clear right 
and one unmistakable wrong. but that 
the different peoples, reasoning from 
totally different standpoints, arrive 
at utterly different estimates of what 
is right and what is wrong. 

You must se, too, that the realiza- 
tion by any one country of the ob- 
jective which it holds not only as 
morally right bat for it a matter of 
life or’ death, may easily mean the 
ruin of another, or at any event— 
and this is the same thing—must seem 
to that other country to carry a sen- 
tence of death for it. Accordingly 
one country will insist, the other re- 
sist. 

Can you imagine sixty millions of 
people facing conditions which seem 
to them to involve something like 
slavery for themselves, their children 
and, perhaps, their cLildren’s children 
accepting these conditions? Can you 
conceive this thirg when most of the 
sixty millions have no sense of per- 
ronal guilt and have interpreted every 
circumstance of the war according to 
their own lights. which however in- 
| exact are all they have? 

Can you conceive forty millions of 
fir twice invaded in half a cen- 


tury, ravaged. hankrupt, crippled, hav- 
ing lost a million and a half of dead, 
1 facing the promise of a new invasion, 
consenting that Germany should now 
escape substantially without payment 
for what she has done and presently 
return and complete her work? 

Can you imagine forty-three mil- 

lion Britons, havinz fought and suf- 
fered, now when peace and victory 
seemed attained. condemned to hear 
unheard of taxation, to suffer from 
unemployment and to be threatened 
with actual national privation, if not 
starvation, stopping io analyze or ap- 
ply just estimates, when the ally of 
the war fakes steps on its own ac- 
count, which add new perils and fresh 
sufferings to themselves? 
_The European trouble is all here. 
You cannot sit outside the limits of 
any nation and judge it by abstract 
standards—and even your own ab- 
stract standards, totally unknown to 
yourself will be shaped bg your own 
nersonal national interests and con- 
ditions. From such a standpoint it is 
clear that all countries seem mad. 
wicked. selfish, but so, never forget 
it, your country seems to them judged 
by what -they also believe to be ab- 
stract and impartial standards. 

Europe is not made up today of 
several handsful of ambitious, selfish 
or stupid statesmen, who are pursu- 
ing imperialistic or materialistic aims 
and risking the existences of their 
respective countries. On the contrary 
the fundamental difficulty. the root 
of the evil, as I see it. lies in the fact 
that the statesmen are no more than 
controlled agents of millions of men 
and women, whose view of world prob- 
lems is entirely created by their his- 
tory, their recent experience and their 
vresent terrible necessities. In point 
of fact probably the statesmen share 
many of the feelings of their fellow 
countrymen, but even if they did not, 
they would remain powerless. Poin- 
care, Bonar Law, Cuno, they @re in 
reality puppets, the creatures of their 
own publics, doomed instantly, if they 
finches orders and affront popular 
will. 

Just as long as Frenchmen, Bel- 
gians, Germans and Englishmen are 
‘more concerned with specific indiv- 
|idual dangers or interests than they 
lere with escaping a common peril, 
i which does. unmistakably threaten all, 
‘there is, so far as I can see it, no 
isolution for the present Muropean 
‘situation. But it is just as true that 
‘as long as the dangers and costs of 
| interventions and participation in 
' European affairs seem to us greater 
| than the possible profits, we shall 
refrain from involvment, even if Eur- 
ope goes to smash. 

We Americans have a very simple 
| process in dealing with European af- 
fairs. We examine each case super- 
ificially and decide what is wrong, 
'what right. Then we proced to as- 
| sume that a majority of each nation 
' concerned, being honest and good, will 
‘reach the same decision, have indeed 
reached it, so far as they are not 
influenced: by fear, shell shock or 
congenital European blindness, What 
we do not sufficiently perceive is that 
right or wrong are never so absolute 
and that, just as for example no 
seutherner. however fully he accepted 
the decision of the civil war, ever ac- 
cepted the moral judgment of the 
north. No Frenchman will eyer ac- 
cept a British or even an American 


British belief or French and Belgian 
faith and after the surrender there 
will be the same conflict of interests. 


Tus it seems to me, as I have said 
before, that we are living not in a 


period where one great war is being 
liquidated, but in an age like that of 
the French revolution or the thirty 
years’ war, where a mighty convulsion 
is going on, the end ef which no man 
can foresee and to which perhaps only 
exhaustion will, as in the st, put 
a term. And that is why 1 suggest 
to my readers to examine the feelings 
and beliefs and interests of all na- 
tions concerned, including their own, 
rather than to judge all by any sim- 
le estimate of right and wrong or 
y any standard of economic sanity. 


When you consider events in that 
light you are struck with the fact that 
not war, allied victory, alleged peace 
the new return to force has opened 
the way to any real solution, has re- 
sulted in the arrival of any single 
basis of settlement which all peoples 
find more acceptable than a continua- 
tion of their existing miseries. The 
world has. already suffered untold 
agonies, but the respective ples of 
the world have not yet suffered suf- 
ficiently to be able to work together 
for a settlement which shall be mu- 
tually more tolerable than what they 
now endure. 

To the coming of this time, not to 
Franco-German or Anglo-French ne- 
gotiations, conferences, temporary ad- 
justments, one must look forward, all 
else in the news of the day, of the 
week, of the month is, by contrast triv- 
ial like the details in the progress of 
a fever which has not yet reached 
its crisis, 

From the French point of view, and 
the Belgian end even the Italian is 
hardly different, Anglo-American in- 
terference, after the victory of 1913, 
deprived all three nations, not only 
of the fruits of victory but of the 
guarantees of security and reparation 
which their enormous contributions to 
this victory warranted them in claim- 
ing. President Wilson's unreasoning 
idealism, Lloyd George’s ever changing 
selfishness, these circumstances in 
their judgment combined to spoil the 
victory and to leave the continental 
nations vanquished in a war they had 
almost died to win. 


To Insist 
On Holding Ruhr. 


Now the Ruhr war has reopened 
the whole matter. The French and 
the Belgians are certain to demand 


that they be allowed this time to take 
and to hold what they were prevented 
trum taking and holding, four years 
ago, partly by Anglo-American force 
and more by Anglo-American prom- 
ses. The treaty of Versailles was 
fuunded upon the Anglo-American 
guarantee of the Rhine frontier, the 
guarantee which was life or death for 
the French and the Belgians. 

We and the British have in the end 
refused to transform the promise made 
in words into a fact. We have can- 
celled our half of the joint contract. 
What then is more certain than that 
now the French and the Belgians will 
insist that freedom of action returns 
thus to them arid that they are now 
entitled to take those precautions 
which they would have taken in 1918- 
19, but for Ax.glo-American pledges of 
protection? Not only that, but it is 
not a question of taking, now, but of 
holding. What they need they have, 
these who would have them give up 
these things must once more offer 
compensation. 

The mass of the British people are

But our 
re-entry “wounid mean nothing unless 
ve were prepared to coerce or to pur- 
chase French compliance with British 
views, which, to be sure in some part 
are our own. 

But we are not ready fdtany such 
operation. When Germany _ sur- 
renders our government will not be 
prepared to go to a new conference 
in which all states will be asked to 
make sacrifices and undertake bur- 
dens. We have an investment in Eu- 
rope, but our attitude is rather like 
that of a man who has put a frac- 
tion of his fortune, considerable but 
not excessive in some company which

The approach of this 
crisis and the issues involved must 
be studied, if Americans are not again 
to be surprised by a new European 
disturbance as they have been sur- 
prised so many times in recent years.

Contentions have been raised from 
time to time as to the official route 
and it was only this year that the ques 
tion was settled.

A 
few examples based on facts will prove 
that not all ‘geniuses’ were “enfants 
prodigies.’ 

“Richard Wagner, the grandest agd 
most original dramatic composer of 
ail times, was an excellent gramunar- 
school pupil, a good Greek scholar 
during his high school period of life 
and devoted most of his early adoles- 
cence studying German verse and writ- 
ing a tragedy called ‘Leubald und Mie- 
lnide,”’ but showing no special talent 
for music as yet. Wagner entered the 
Leipsic university as a_ student of 
philology and esthetics and toward the 
endl of that vear, at the age 
of seventeen he finally took up a 
course jn music, expecially to 
an overpowering impression received 
by the performance Beethoven 
symphony.’ 

“Of the modern composers, Puecini, 
the greatest operatic composer of 
Jtaly, showed neither inclination nor 
special talent for music, but his moth- 
er determined to continue the family 
tradition, sent him to the Instituto 
Musicale of Lueca, where Carlo An- 
geloni became his teacher. 

“‘*After Angeloni’s untiring  pati- 
ence,” says Baker's biographical die- 
tionary of musicians, ‘had aroused in- 
terest, and then enthusiasm in his 
pupil, progress was rapid and Puecini 
soon Was a good pianist and organist. 
Ile was seventeen years of age at that 
fime.

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Dora Sends a Successor 


ENDERSON looked at the 

check which had fallen out 
of the envelope he had just 
opened, and his stern young 
lips curled sardonically.

Different Kinds 
Of Furniture

iiE woodwork of chairs or tables 
which has become badly stained 
can be thoroughly cleaned and 
unless marred will look as good 
as new. lf the varnish is 
Scratched or broken, the first 
thing to do is to go ever the 
é whote of the woodwork with oil; 
paraffin oi! is best. This is to prevent the 
unprotected woods being discolored by 
Water. If the varnish is not broken the 
oil treatinent is not absolutely necessary, 
but as it softens the dirt, it is a wise 
preliminary in any event. Let it remain 
on the wood untouched two hours, then 
wash the woodwork thoroughly in a 
Strong suds of soap and water. Wipe as 
dry as possible with a clean cloth. When 
dry, polish with any furniture polish. Rub 
thoroughly with a woolen cloth saturated 
with the polish and finish by a brisk rub- 
bing with a clean chamois or Piece of 
hid glove. 
Cleaning Waxed Furniture. 
The dull waxed finish used so much now 


on furniture requires an altogether dif- 


ferent treatment. Such a finish can be 
kept in good condition indefinitely by 
merely an occasional polish with a cloth 


Saturated with wax. This, should be fol- 
lowed by a brisk rubbing with a 
chamois or kid glove. 2 
as little wax as possible. But if the wood- 
work has been neglected and needs vig- 
Oreus treatment it should be cleaned first 
ind then polished. : 

For this use a cloth wet with turpen- 
tine and go over the woodwork, rubbing 
briskly, especially where there are any 
Stains. When cleaned, soften the prepared 
Wax by placing the can in hot water for 
4 few minutes and rub the softened .wax 
on the surface with a woolen cloth. Let 
Stand for an hour or two and polish first 
‘ith a brush and finally with a clean woolen 
cloth. The polishing takes Strength, for 
it must be continued until every trace 
of Wax has disappeared, but once finished 
the wood remains beautiful a much longer 
lime and with less care than does the var- 
nished wood. Treatment like this is re- 
quired Only once a year at most and in 
many homes even this will not be needed,

] HE first step in magohany furniture is 
eins keep it clean. Never try tm polish 
when dirty. Perhaps you do not realize

Has not been cleahed in many a day. then 
you must give it a more thorough clean- 
ing as tollows: Dip a soft dry cloth into 
paratfine oil and go over the wood with 
this, making the surface quite wet: then ro 
over the wood at once with a woolen cloth 
dipped in strong soapsuds and use a

in many houses where there are children 
mothers have become acquainted with the 
goodness of the baked potato. It has been 
recommended for your children. It you 
must bake a potato for baby, it is no more 
trouble to bake enough for the rest of the 
family, and there is a richness ot flavor 
about the baked potato that cannot be 
duplicated in any other mode of cooking. 

One good way of getting the appetizing 
variety in potato cookery is to make a lit- 
tle list of possible ways of cooking pota- 
toes. Such a list would be very help- 
tul at this time of the year when old pota- 
toes are not at their best and when the 
plain boiled potato is a little soggy flat in 
flavor. 

Post your list somewhere in your kitch- 
en or on your desk where you sit when 
making out menus. Let this list run some- 
thing like this: « 

Baked Potatoes—When the oven has to 
be lighted for baking or meat roasting; good 
and appropriate with any sort of meat. 
Large potatoes not necessary, so long as 
they are even size and will take about the 
same length of time for proper baking. 


Steamed Potatoes—Can be cooked in a 
rack over boiling or stewing meat; require 
about forty-five minutes. 

Creamed Potatoes—Very 
broiled fish or beefsteak. 
over potatoes. 

Mashed Potatoes—To be appetizing at 
this time of year they require milk and but- 
ter. Less butter required when there is a 
good meat gravy. 


Riced Potatoes—A good variation of the 
uSual mashed potatoes. Need no milk; 
should be left light in the vegetable dish 
with a little melted butter and salt sprinkled 
over them, but not stirred in. 


French Fried Potatoes—Old potatoes are 
very good in this way, providing they 
are pared and soaked in very cold salted 
water for a little while before being used. 
They should then be cut in suitable strips, 
dried and fried in deep fat. Very good with 
beefsteak or beef sfew. 


Escaloped Potatoes—May be made with 
a thin white sauce or milk, with butter, 
preterably from cooked potatoes. A very 
nourishing dish. 

Hashed Browned Potatoes—Not easy to 
make but ucually very much liked, especial. 
ly by the men of the family. Can be com- 
bined with a little chopped cold vam or 
other cooked meat to make a delicious dish 
where no other meat is served. 


Potatoes with Eggs—Various recipes call 
for lightly mashed potatoes combined with 
beaten ege and then baked in the oven. 
These dishes are delicious, and both tempt- 
ing and nourishing, 


Petatoes Browned with Roast Meat—!:- 
tatoes should be steamed or boiled almost 
done, and then drained and laid around the 
meat in the roasting pan. Old potatoes 
take on flavor when cooked in this way. 


Lyonnaise Potatoes—This call for cold

ing houses. Most of us seem to think 
that besides having a right to demand ‘life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness’ we

The Chinaman never grows weary ot 
rice, though he eats it for every meal. 


€;>"" colonial ancestors in some Sections 
of the country often used to exist tor 
long periods with very little save “‘beans 
porridge hot and cold.’’ Cornmeal cooked 
in various ways often used to constitute 
the only cereal of the colonists. Until very 
recent years most people have had to get 
along with only the fruits or vegetables 
that could be grown within their immedi- 
ate territory. 

Really we have enormous variety, or at 
least the markets and food stores provide 
it. Perhaps we do not take advantage of It. 
We may be always complaining that we 
have so little variety and at the same time 
we may rank among those who are always 
unwilling to try anything new.

Interest- 
wim f ingly enough this gloom is ocea- 
sionally to be found in the house- 
hold of a twenty-thousand-dollar income as 
well as the more asual two or three or four 
thousand-dollar-a-vear households, It doesn’t 
really seem to be so much a matter of set 
income as of an adjusiment between that 
income and the demands, or supposed de- 
mands, of the family. 

“Tl guess VU have to work nights.” says 
the average monev xetter, when this siate 
of affairs becomes apparent. The man 
who runs his own business sometimes com- 
ments that he'll have to cut down office 
expenses—-this seems easier than the 
vague task of making household econowies. 
Sut after all it is not a very difficult task 
to make a few adjustments in the house 
hold that will not have any permanent ef- 
fect on the standard of living of the fam- 
ily, but will lower expenses at leasi tempo- 
rarily. 

Here are some ways that it is usually 
not wise to economize: If you use every 
bit of milk that the milkman leaves, don't 
cut down the milk bill. You can cut down 
the amount: spent on vegetables without 
cutting down the. quantity of vegetables 
consumed, a process which is a bad iden 
from the point of wholesome diet. But 
you can use more of the inexpensive vege- 
tables, onions, cabbages, carrots, ‘urnips, 
etc. You can resist the temptation of buy- 
ing fresh spring vegetables before spring is 
even in the air. You-can make a head 
of lettuce do for two meals insiead of one, 
if you carefully conserve the outside leaves. 
These may be trimmed and shredded” if 
they are unattractive and made into a de- 
licious salad foundation.

"OU can cutgdown on ready-made des- 
serts—chocolate eclairs bought at the 
confectioner’s and French pastry that is 
such an easy way to solve your dessert 
problem. And a very substantial saving 
may be made in your meat bill. Soinetimes 
a v-orth-while variety can be added to the 
menu by such a saving. Just look through 
your recipe book, making note of dishes 
made from inexpensive meats. To be sure 
roasts and beefsteaks and chops are good 
and wholesome, but when it is. necessary 
to save these can be/the exception rather 
than the rule—at least until the financial 
atmosphere clears.
